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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Be  Safe  -  Be  Sure: 

Before  starting  a  fire  out  of  doors  obtain  a  permit  from  your 
Forest  Fire  Warden.  During  the  past  year  we  had  thirteen  grass 
and  woodland  fires  that  burned  over  an  area  of  ten  and  one  half 
acres,  and  the  cost  to  the  taxpayer  amounted  to  three  hundred 
seventy  dollars,  plus  damage  to  valuable  woodlands.  Your  Fire 
Warden  receives  daily  reports  on  fire  conditions  and  is  authorized 
to  issue  permits  only  at  times  when  conditions  warrant.  Four 
hundred  and  seventy  permits  were  issued,  an  increase  of  eighty 
over  the  previous  year  and  your  continued  cooperation  is  re- 
quested.

Gentlemen :  — 

Many  people  do  not  believe  in  Civil  Defense  measures  be- 
cause they  are  convinced  that  an  atomic  attack  on  the  United 
States  will  never  be  made.  Yet,  those  who  know  the  situation 
best  tell  us  that  such  attacks  are  entirely  possible.  The  means 
exist.  And  it  is  hard  to  reconcile  the  urgency  behind  the  spend- 
ing of  billions  each  year  for  the  new  weapons  with  a  belief  in 
the  improbability  of  their  use. 

Others  think  that  no  Civil  Defense  planning  can  turn  aside  a 
catastrophe  and  hence  is  a  waste  of  time  They  say  that  if  it  comes 
it  comes  and  we  shall  have  to  make  the  best  of  it  by  the  taking  of 
such  on  the  spot  action  as  the  situation  indicates.  Actually,  no 
Civil  Defense  planning  envisages  its  turning  aside  ol  a  potential 
catastrophe.  That  is  the  function  of  our  Armed  Services.  Yet, 
they  are  well  aware  that,  in  spite  of  best  efforts,  their  complete 
success  is  out  of  the  question.  Civil  Defense  planning  is  con- 
cerned with  what  is  to  be  done  during  the  occurence  of  and  as 
the  aftermath  of  disaster  to  minimize  its  toll  of  life,  suffering  and 
property  and  restore  normalcy  in  the  stricken  and  affected  areas 
to  as  great  a  degree  and  as  soon  as  foresight  can  devise.  And  to 
deny  the  value  of  foresight  in  the  solving  of  this  greatest  of  human 
problems  is  to  deny  the  use  of  the  best  weapon  in  our  arsenal. 

Another  group,  and  this  one  has  its  adherents  largely  in  rural 
areas  like  our  own.  think  that,  whatever  bombings  may  occur  else- 
where, they  will  not  be  directly  affected  and  hence  need  not 
concern  themselves  particularly  beforehand.  When  the  need 
appears,  they  will  do  their  part  to  help  the  stricken  areas.  A 
very  brief  examination  of  a  problem  now  being  carefully  studied 
bv  your  own  Civil  Defense  officials  will  be  interesting  in  connec- 
tion with  such  views. 

Boston  is  called  the  Hub  for  good  reason  Raw  materials 
flow  into  it  from  all  New  England.  Processed,  many  flow  back. 
augmented  by  unnumbered  others  from  all  parts  of  the  world. 
Food  constitutes  only  one  class  of  such  commodities  vet  an  ex- 
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tremely  vital  and  complex  one.  Due  to  modern  transportation 
and  methods  of  marketing,  only  a  very  meagre  supply  is  kept 
on  hand  in  Manchester  let  alone  Bedford.  It  could  and  would 
he  exhausted  in  two  or  three  days,  following  a  bombing  of  Boston. 
Prohibitive  prices  and  hoarding  would  make  a  bad  situation 
worse.  While  there  might  be  plenty  of  basic  food  materials  left 
in  the  entire  United  States  to  eventually  supply  all  needs,  it  would 
take  a  long  time  before  they  would  reach  our  town.  All  stricken 
places  would  have  the  first  call  and  there  would  be  so  much  confu- 
sion due  to  the  hundreds  upon  hundreds  of  problems  arising  simul- 
taneously that  our  pleas  for  attention  would  remain  unheard.  This 
upsetting  state  of  affairs  would  apply  no  less  to  the  seller's  than 
the  buyer's  market.  Our  milk,  eggs,  chickens,  and  the  like,  must 
be  disposed  of  to  people  and  in  places  that  we  have  not  dealt  with 
before,  causing  much  dispersion  of  effort,  wasteful  and  unreward- 
ing. As  our  food  supplies  rapidly  approach  exhaustion  and  our 
home  products  pile  up  on  our  hands,  we  would  face  an  influx  of 
refugees,  a  shortage  of  gasoline  and  a  locust  swarm  of  other  em- 
barrassing and  hampering  circumstances. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  painstaking  study  of  our  local  resources 
will  disclose  that  we  can  become  self-sufficient  in  a  rugged  sort 
of  fashion  during  this  trying  period  of  readjustment  through  the 
use  of  our  home  town  products.  Where  they  prove  insufficient, 
as  they  undoubtedly  will  for  the  feeding  of  livestock  and  chickens, 
to  give  just  one  example,  we  must  make  estimates  of  what  we 
would  need  to  carry  us  through  a  minimum  period  of  one  month 
and  cast  our  eyes  around  this  region  now  for  the  answers.  Similar 
steps  must  be  taken  beforehand  to  explore  the  possobilities  for 
the  opening  up  of  immediate  markets  for  any  surpluses  of  local 
products  left  after  local  emergency  requirements  and  the  demands 
of  the  markets  remaining  to  us  have  been  met. 

Our  program  during  th  past  year  has  progressed  slowly  but 
steadily.  It  has  been  much  more  costly  in  thought  than  in  the 
town's  money.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  BEDFORD  SCHOOL  BOARD 

1953-1954 


We  are  fortunate  in  having  a  staff  of  teachers,  who  with  the 
principal,  have  maintained  high  levels  of  teaching.  We  are  grate- 
ful to  the  janitors  who  have  done  so  many  extra  things  in  trie- 
school  and  we  are  indebted  to  the  bus  drivers  to  whom  we  entrust 
our  children  for  transportation.  We  cannot  overlook  the  services 
rendered  us  by  the  school  cooks  under  the  competent  supervision 
of  Mrs.  Smend,  school  nurse. 

Because  of  the  added  number  of  pupils  taking  hot-lunches, 
we  have  hired  an  assistant  at  one  of  the  schools  and  we  find  it 
necessary  to  ask  the  town's  help,  through  a  special  article,  for 
additional  monies  to  defray  the  cost  of  our  cooks'  salaries.  This, 
by  the  way,  is  done  in  many  New  Hampshire  towns. 

The  plan  inaugurated  a  few  years  ago,  whereby  two  or  three 
classrooms  are  painted  each  year,  has  reached  the  point  where 
some  painting  now  can  be  done  to  the  basements,  halls,  and  toilet 
rooms.  The  school  buildings  are  in  good  repair,  as  a  visit  to  them 
will  show.  All  townspeople  are  invited  to  visit  the  schools  and 
visitors  are  equally  welcome  at  board  meetings.  It  is  through 
such  interest  and  cooperation  that  problems  can  be  understood 
and  solved. 

The  question  uppermost  in  the  minds  of  school-conscious 
citizens  this  year,  deals  with  the  space  needed  for  increased  school 
enrollment.  The  board,  herewith,  submits,  for  your  considera- 
tion, their  answer  as  reached  after  a  year's  study  with  Superin- 
tendent Hastings  and  the  Land  and  Building  Committee.  More 
adequate  facilities  are  needed  and  some  definite  conclusion  must 
be  reached  before  the  fall  opening  of  school  if  we  are  to  continue, 
as  we  have  in  the  past,  with  desirable  educational  standards  for 
our  children. 

The  school  board  wishes  to  thank  Mr.  Hastings  for  tin-  co- 
operation and  added  time  he  has  given  this  year  and  the  board 
also  wishes  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Land  and  Building  Com- 
mittee for  their  time  and  effort  which  they  gave  so  unstintinglv 
in  the  many  meetings  and  consultations  which  were  held  requisite 
to  planning  the  proposed  new  school  building.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Bedford  School  Board: 

I  herewith  submit  my  Fifth  Annual  Report. 

There  was  an  old  lady  who  lived  in  a  shoe: 
And  like  her  you  have  so  many  children 
You  won't  know  what  to  do! 

The  above  parody  very  well  describes  the  plight  the  school 
district  will  be  in  next  September.  For  several  years  I  have  tried 
to  keep  the  people  informed  of  the  rising  school  enrollment  by 
mentioning  this  trend  in  my  report.  By  the  opening  of  school 
next  fall  we  will  have  reached  a  point  where  we  can  no  longer 
accommodate  all  of  the  pupils  in  the  space  available  in  out- 
present  schools. 

It  would  seem  rather  obvious  that  the  time  for  some  real 
concrete  action  was  at  hand.  Although  I  would  never  consider 
taking  away  the  right  of  the  voters  to  reach  a  decision  by  telling 
what  should  be  done,  I  would  like  to  recommend  that  any  plan 
adopted  take  into  consideration  the  following  characteristics. 

1 .  That  it  be  so  designed  that  additional  rooms  can  be  added 
economically. 

2.  That  it  be  a  part  of  an  over-all  program. 

3.  That  a  large  enough  plant  be  constructed  the  first  year 
to  care  for  the  needs  for  at  least  three  or  four  years  so 
that  the  educational  program  will  not  have  to  be  disrupted 
every  fall  while  new  facilities  are  being  constructed. 

4.  That  the  sum  total  of  all  construction  in  the  next  ten  years 
be  the  most  economical  possible. 

5.  That  the  first  phase  of  the  building  program  be  launched 
this  year. 

Although  trying  to  find  an  economically  sound  program  for 
relieving  the  increasingly  crowded  condition  in  the  schools  has 
taken  a  major  part  of  the  time  this  year,  there  are  several  things 
that  have  been  done  to  strengthen  the  educational  end  that  should 
not  pass  unnoticed.  An  art  supervisor  was  hired  for  the  first 
time  this  year.     The  teachers  have  welcomed  this  new  addition 
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to  your  staff  and  the  pupils  are  beginning  to  show  the  effects  of 
a  person  trained  in  this  specialized  field.  I  am  very  pleased  over 
the  results  shown  thus  far.  Often  times  it  takes  two  or  three 
years  before  real  evidence  of  the  value  of  such  a  curriculum  can 
be  seen,  but  due  to  the  personality  of  the  person  involved,  real 
progress  can  be  seen  in  less  than  one  year. 

A  music  supervisor  was  secured  before  the  opening  of  school. 
Reing  a  person  with  many  years  experience  in  this  field,  music 
education  has  taken  a  big  step  forward. 

All  of  the  teachers  should  be  commended  for  the  fine  spirit 
of  cooperation  shown  this  year.  In  practically  every  case,  they 
had  to  teach  larger  classes  than  were  anticipated  when  contracts 
were  signed  last  spring.  In  two  or  three  instances,  so  many  new 
pupils  have  been  coming  in  during  the  year  that  makeshift  ar- 
rangements had  to  be  devised  until  new  desk  and  chair  units 
could  be  ordered  and  delivered.  In  spite  of  these  conditions 
every  effort  has  been  made  to  assure  all  pupils  the  educational 
opportunities  they  deserve.

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REPORT  OF  LANDS  AND  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

At  its  regular  meeting  on  April  6,  1953  the  Bedford  School 
Board  appointed  the  following  townspeople  to  the  Lands  and 
Building  Committee:

This  new  Committee  held  its  first  meeting  on  April  28,  1953 
and  decided  that  as  one  of  their  first  assignments  they  would  look 
over  the  following  parcels  of  land:  Inman  property,  Labrecque 
property  and  Bursiel  property.  At  their  next  meeting  on  May 
12th,  the  Klardie  property,  Hanneman  property  and  Fontaine 
property  was  mentioned  and  the  Committee  decided  to  inves- 
tigate these  parcels  of  land.  The  Committee  at  this  meeting 
looked  over  the  land  adjacent  to  the  present  Peter- Woodbury 
School.     This  land  is  owned  by  a  Mr.  Boisvert. 

At  our  May  26th  meeting  Mr.  McKelvie  reported  that  he 
had  contacted  Bruce  Inman  and  had  received  a  verbal  agreement 
to  hold  this  property  for  us  until  July  15,  1953  without  any  down 
payment.  This  was  followed  by  a  written  agreement  from  Mr. 
Inman  to  this  effect.  The  price  quoted  was  Three  Thousand 
Dollars  ($3,000.00)  and  there  is  approximately  ten  acres  of  land 
on  this  property.  Prices  were  to  be  secured  on  the  Boisvert 
property,  Labrecque  property  and  Fontaine  property  and  will  be 
brought  in  at  the  next  meeting. 

On  May  28,  1953  the  Committee  and  Mr.  Paul  Farnham  of 
the  State  Department  of  Educatian  toured  the  different  sites  and 
helped  us  to  score  these  properties. 

At  our  June  1st  meeting  Mr.  McKelvie  reported  that  the 
Boisvert  property  could  be  purchased  for  five  hundred  dollars 
($500.00)  an  acre.  There  are  ten  acres  available  for  sale,  making 
the  total  sale  price  Five  Thousand  ($5,000.00) .  Mr.  Chalmers 
reported  that  the  price  for  the  Fontaine  property  was  Fifteen 
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Thousand  Dollars  ($15,000.00),  this  includes  house,  garage  and 
approximately  eight  acres  of  land.  The  Labrecque  property  was 
reported  not  for  sale. 

The  Committee  at  this  meeting  voted  that  we  recommend 
to  the  voters  of  the  Town  that  we  purchase  two  plots  of  land, 
namely  the  Inman  property  plus  adjacent  properties,  and  the 
Boisvert  property.  The  Committee  voted  to  recommend  to  the 
voters  of  the  Town  that  we  build  a  six  room  building  that  could 
be  expanded  to  fourteen  rooms  in  the  Donald  Street  —  Boynton 
Street  Area  as  this  is  the  most  congested  area  at  the  present  time. 
It  was  then  voted  to  ask  the  Judge  to  allow  us  to  hold  a  Special 
School  District  Meeting,  and  to  ask  for  the  sum  of  Fifteen  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($15,000.00).  It  was  also  voted  to  put  an  article 
in  the  Warrant  asking  for  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  to 
hire  an  Architect. 

This  Special  School  District  Meeting  was  held  on  June  27, 
1953  and  the  Townspeople  at  this  meeting  voted  to  purchase  the 
Inman  Property  and  to  acquire  adjacent  properties  up  to  the 
total  value  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00) .  The  Boisvert 
property  was  also  voted  to  be  purchased  for  the  sum  of  Five 
Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00).  One  Thousand  Two  Hundred 
Dollars  $1,200.00)  was  voted  as  a  binder  on  the  Albert  Hodgman 
property  -  Total  sale  price  of  this  property  is  Three  Thousand 
Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($3,500.00) .  The  Townspeople  also  voted 
the  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)   for  hiring  of  an  Architect. 

On  August  4,  1953  the  Committee  interviewed  four  Archi- 
tects and  on  August  18,  1953  we  interviewed  five  more  Architects. 

On  August  21,  1953  the  Committee  met  at  the  Inman 
Property  and  then  adjourned  to  the  Donald  Street  School  for 
their  regular  meeting.  The  Committee  voted  that  the  School 
should  be  built  on  the  Inman  Property.  A  discussion  was  held 
on  the  various  Architects  we  had  interviewed  and  Mr.  Alexander 
Majeski  was  unanimously  elected  on  the  second  roll  call.  The 
Committee  then  voted  to  hire  Mr.  Gerald  Hyde,  Surveyor,  to 
survey  the  Inman  and  adjacent  properties 

At  our  meeting  on  September  3,  1953,  Mr.  Majeski.  the 
Architect,  was  present  and  showed  the  Committee  slides  of 
various  types  of  School  Buildings  in  different  parts  of  the  Country 
and  also  slides  of  various  types  of  classrooms  The  Committee 
then   discussed  the  slides  we  had  seen   and  from   this  discussion 
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Mr.  Majeski  is  to  bring  in  some  plans  at  the  next  meeting.  These 
plans  are  to  show  some  of  the  ideas  that  the  Committee  would 
like  to  have  in  their  proposed  new  school:  namely:  a  six  room 
building  with  teachers  room,  offices,  nurses  room,  boiler  room, 
toilet  rooms,  kitchen  and  an  all-purpose  room. 

At  our  October  13,  1953  meeting  Mr.  Majeski  brought  in 
the  plot  plan  and  preliminary  plans  that  he  had  drawn  up  from 
the  Committee's  suggestions.  The  Committee  discussed  these 
plans  and  several  suggested  changes  were  given  to  Mr.  Majeski. 
Mr.  Majeski  is  to  make  these  changes  and  bring  them  to  the  next 
regular  meeting. 

At  our  November  5,  1953  meeting  Mr.  Majeski  brought  in 
the  plans  with  the  suggested  changes  and  then  it  was  decided  that 
the  boiler  room  should  be  enlarged. 

At  our  December  3,  1953  meeting  plans  were  inspected  and 
it  was  voted  to  have  the  All-Purpose  room  made  high  enough  so 
that  basketball  could  be  played.  The  Committee  voted  to  have 
incandescent  lighting  used  throughout  the  building.  A  Forced 
Circulation  Warm  Air  Heating  was  agreed  upon  as  the  type  of 
heating  desired  for  this  building.  The  building  was  voted  to  be 
of  Masonry  Construction  with  acoustical  ceilings.  The  North  and 
East  elevations  are  to  be  of  Brick  Veneer  with  concrete  block  back 
up.    8x8  Masonry  units  will  be  used  on  the  rest  oft  he  building. 

At  the  January  7.  1954  meeting  a  preliminary  estimate  was 
received  of  One  Hundred  and  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars  ($120.- 
OOO.OOfl  for  the  construction  of  a  six  room  building  with  an  All- 
Purpose  room.  It  was  figured  that  Thirty  Thousand  ($30,000.00) 
would  be  necessary  to  pay  Architect's  fee  and  to  equip  this  build- 
ing. This  equipment  would  include  the  pump  and  well,  tables, 
chairs,  teachers'  desks,  stage  and  basketball  equipment  in  the  All- 
Purpose  room. 

The  Committee  will  hold  several  meetings  with  the  Towns- 
people on  this  proposed  new  School  Building.
